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Market van ban 
angers traders

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TRADERS are furious at 
council plans to fine them 
£100 for parking their vans 
and lorries in Newmarket’s 
market square on market 
days. 

But one councillor says they are 
flouting the rules and make the 
area look like “a white van 
convention” 

Stallholders at weekly Tuesday and 
Saturday markets say Forest Heath 
District Council told them to sort 
alternative parking arrangements by 
Tuesday, May 5, and they would risk a 
£100 fine. 

Bernard Edgeley a market fruit and 
vegetable trader for 23 years, said: “The 
market is only about half full of stalls so 
we park on the market. 

“I can’t understand why they want us 
to move when there is plenty of room to 
park. They are taking a sledgehammer to 
crack a nut.” 

He said the town had no suitable HGV 
parking provision for his lorry. 

Peter Read, who has run a card stall for 
seven years, following his father Derek 
who ran it for 21 years, says the vehicles 
are not in the way. 

He said: “Councillors don’t use the 
market. They say they want to help us 
but don’t listen to what we have to say. 

“If I can’t park here, I’ll have to be here 
at 5am, an hour earlier, to unload my 
stuff. 


“We need somewhere to park and the 
council runs the market. The best thing 
the council can do is have a proper 
meeting and listen to us. It is not doing 
anything to help promote us or the 
town.” 

He predicts some traders could leave 
if the parking ban is enforced, saying: 
“Some have said: ‘If the van goes, we 
go’.” 

But Cllr Susan Honeyford, who 
represents Newmarket’s St Mary’s ward 
on the district council, said: “New¬ 


market residents have told us they want 
an attractive and vibrant town centre 
with a lively market. 

“Having a van-free market, with 
exceptions for specially adapted vans, is 
one part of a programme of improve¬ 
ment and promotion for the market. 

“Over the years the number of traders 
has declined. The remaining ones have 
been allowed to disregard the ‘no vans’ 
regulation. 

“The result? The market looks like a 
car boot sale or white van convention, 


which costs council tax payers some 
£20,000 to run. And traders have not 
had their fees increased for 12 years.” 

She said traders were given six weeks’ 
notice in January to comply with the 
regulation. 

She added: “At a meeting with 
traders’ representatives we repeated we 
wanted vans off the market by May 5. 
After that time traders risk the £100 
parking fine levied on other vehicles 
parked on the market square on market 
day.”

rejected

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tried to settle the issues by 
submitting a new “landscaping” 
scheme to replant trees and 
bushes. But it was thrown out 
by Forest Heath District Council 
and an appeal against the 
council’s decision was also 
rejected. 

Now Cl Industries, the 
landowners, have tried again 
with a new proposal to plant 25 
mature trees - some up to 25ft 
tall - in a bid to screen the 


proposed factory from nearby 
homes. Hedging shrubs were 
also proposed in the scheme 
which district council planners 
indicated they favoured. 

But councillors on the 
planning committee have again 
rejected the scheme after 
hearing that residents still have 
objections which are supported 
by Newmarket Town Council. 

They are concerned that the 
trees may not survive but if they 
do, there could be pressure 
from the future occupant of the 
factory to cut them back. 


Theft a blow to woman’s 
campaign for orphanage 


A MOTHER who helps fund an 
orphanage in Nepal has been 
dismayed by the theft of a child’s 
car seat which could have raised 
enough money for a child’s 
education for a year. 

Sarah Whiteside, of Swaffham 
Road, Burwell, has been raising 
money for the CPS orphanage 
in Kathmandu with two friends 
since March, 2004. 

Much of the money has been 
raised by selling items, 
including walnuts from the tree 
in her garden as well as fruit, at 
her front gate. 

Several hundred pounds has 
been raised which has helped 
maintain the orphanage which 
is home to 12 children as well as 
a manager and his family. 

Mrs Whiteside, 41, a mother 
of two children, said she had 
never had anything stolen - 
until earlier this month when 
the Britax Renaissance seat 
which she had hoped to sell for 
around £40 disappeared. 


She said the seat cost £145 
new and was in good condition. 

“The money I hoped to get 
would have paid for a child’s 
education for a year in Nepal,” 
she said. “I just thought it was 
mean spirited of the person who 
took it. 

“A little bit of money goes a 
long way in Nepal and we must 
have raised £7,000-£8,000 over 
the past five years.” 

She said she hoped the 
person who took the seat would 
now pay for it. 

The incident happened on 
April 6. But she said she had not 
reported it to the police as she 
felt they would say she should 
not have left it out in front of her 
home. 

Money can be paid directly 
into a Cambridge Building 
Society account set up by Mrs 
Whiteside and her friends. The 
account is in the name of CPS 
Orphanage.

Village 
plans 
on view 

PLANS for a new 
development of 
nearly 170 homes for 
people working in 
Newmarket’s horse¬ 
racing industry have 
gone on show 

The scheme, 
known as Racing Vill¬ 
age, would use land 
owned by Jockey 
Club Estates off 
Hamilton Road next 
to one of the town’s 
racehorse gallops. 

Residents living 
near the proposed 
development were 
invited to a public 
consultation on the 
proposals at the 
Rowley Mile race¬ 
course on Tuesday 
along with town 
councillors. 

Thirty existing 
homes in Philipps 
Close would be dem¬ 
olished and occu¬ 
pants moved into 
new properties dur¬ 
ing a phased dev¬ 
elopment. 

Nick Robinson, 
design director at 
Hill Residential, said: 
“We have 68 units at 
the north of the site. 
This is racing-related 
housing. 

“On the south 
there are 18 racing- 
related units and 82 
for private sale. It’s 
about a 50/50 split. 
Racing Village is 
based on the re¬ 
quirements the 
Jockey Club has 
identified.” 

William Gittus, 
managing director of 
Jockey Club Estates, 
said the public 
consultation aimed 
to answer residents’ 
questions. A pre¬ 
vious consultation 
was held with race¬ 
horse trainers based 
in Hamilton Road. 

The development 
would be a mix of 
units ranging from 
one to five bed¬ 
rooms. 

Rob Hopwood, a 
partner in the 
planning team at 
property company 
Bidwells, said an 
application for plan¬ 
ning permission was 
expected to be sub¬ 
mitted in late May. 

An earlier scheme 
for 70 homes was 
withdrawn after 
objections from 
residents. 

The new develop¬ 
ment has previously 
met with opposition 
from people living in 
nearby Drinkwater 
Close, Leaders Way 
and Churchill 
Avenue, whose 
homes back on to 
the site.

At Newmarket Town Council’s 
development and planning com¬ 
mittee meeting on Monday, 
chairman Cllr Richard Fletcher said 
he wants the full council to have a 
“free vote” on the document’s 
“soundness”. 

He said opinion on new dev¬ 
elopments, which could include 
J ,200 homes if Lord Derby’s Hatch- 
field Farm near the AJ4 is devel¬ 
oped, was split into two camps. 

He said: “One says the town 
depends on the equine business 
and any development would be 
terminal.

“The alternative view is dev¬ 
elopment will bring homes, jobs 
and business. Provided that’s done 
sympathetically and protects the 
racing industry, it should be a good 
thing. The town centre is looking 
tired and faded. 

“But everybody feels we should 
protect the bloodstock and breed¬ 
ing industries.” 

An extract from the draft 
document says: “The importance of 
the horseracing industry and 
Newmarket’s associated local 
heritage and character will be 
protected and preserved through¬ 
out the plan period.” 

Cllr Fletcher said the key point 
was whether new development 
would benefit the town without 
detriment to the racing industry. 

He said: “If we think we can do 
both, this document is sound. 

“The question is - is this docu¬ 


ment sound and legal? That’s all we 
can comment on. This document 
has been in draft for two years.” 

Rachel Hood, of the Save Historic 
Newmarket action group, said: 
“How is it possible for us to 
contemplate accepting this hous¬ 
ing? Our unique and historic 
heritage town will be destroyed. 

“Forest Heath is trying to impose 
plans on us that will turn it into a 
dormitory town for Cambridge. Our 
advice is there is no need to build 
any houses on a greenfield site in 
Newmarket.” 

The full council meets at 7 pm on 
Monday. If members find the 
document is unsound, they must 
provide reasons to the district 
council by May 22. 

Cllr Fletcher said: “We want the 
full council to debate this. 

“I really want members to have a 
free vote. This is such an important 
issue for the town that we did not 
want to steer them.” 


Man stole bronze coins 


UNEMPLOYED history en¬ 
thusiast Andrew Chamberlain 
admitted using a metal detect¬ 
or to take three Roman bronze 
coins from an ancient monu¬ 
ment site near Mildenhall. 

Chamberlain, aged 25, of 
King’s Lynn, admitted a charge 
of stealing the three coins 
when he appeared at Bury St 
Edmunds Magistrates Court 
on Tuesday and was fined £60. 

Ros Clarke, prosecuting, said 
the landowner called police at 
around 4.30am earlier this 
month when he saw a van 
parked near a site designated 
by English Heritage. 

Chamberlain admitted to 
police that he had been using a 
metal detector without per¬ 


mission and had found the 
three coins, which he handed 
over. He said the coins were of 
historical value and he had 
intended to keep them. 

Judge Andrew Campbell said 
it was an unusual case, but one 
he took very seriously because 
as well as stealing other peop¬ 
le’s property Chamberlain had 
also damaged the historical 
site by removing the coins. The 
judge also order that the metal 
detector by forfeited. 

Clare Lockwood, defending, 
said her client, who had no 
previous convictions, was int¬ 
erested in medieval and Rom¬ 
an history. He now realised he 
had no right to trespass on 
private property.

Knifeman guilty of 
unlawful wounding 


A KNIFE attacker has been 
convicted of causing “poten¬ 
tially life threatening ,, injuries 
to a man. 

Damian Chmal, 24, denied 
deliberately causing the injury to 
victim Wojciech Kasprzycki. But he 
was found guilty of unlawful 
wounding by a jury at Ipswich 
Crown Court, although he was 
cleared of a more serious charge of 
wounding with intent. 

Chmal, of Croft Road, New¬ 
market, was remanded in custody 


after Judge John Holt asked the 
probation service to prepare a 
report on him before sentencing 
during the week beginning May 11. 

The court heard, during a two- 
day trial, that Mr Kasprzycki, 40, 
had gone to the aid of his 16-year- 
old son outside their home in Exeter 
Road, Newmarket, after Chmal had 
confronted him over a £50 debt on 
November 17. 

Mr Kasprzycki was taken to 
hospital where doctors found the 
front and back walls of his stomach 


had been punctured from an injury 
that was considered “potentially 
life-threatening”. 

Chmal told the court that he 
accepted that his knife had caused 
the wound, but he denied that he 
had deliberately stabbed Mr 
Kasprzycki. 

He said the victim must have 
accidentally impaled himself on the 
knife. 

Chmal will also be sentenced for 
assaulting Mr Kasprzycki’s son - an 
offence he had admitted. 


Store’s cashpoints 
raided by burglars 


BURGLARS broke into 
cashpoint machines at the 
Tesco store in Newmarket and 
made off with an undisclosed 
amount of money. 

Police were called at 
midnight on Sunday to the 
store on Fordham Road after 
the raid activated an alarm. 

Three men wearing dark 
coloured clothing and 
balaclavas were spotted by the 
cash machine. 

They were seen leaving the 
car park at speed in a dark 
coloured Audi estate with no 
headlights on. It left along the 
A142 towards the A14. 

An unknown quantity of 
cash in canisters was stolen in 
the raid. Police said 


considerable damage was 
caused to the cash machines. 

A Tesco spokesman said: 
“Fortunately no members of 
staff were harmed. We are 
helping police with their 
investigations.” 

Police want to hear from 
anyone who may have seen 
the Audi entering Newmarket 
on Sunday evening or leaving 
after the incident, or who may 
have found the canisters 
discarded from the cash 
machines.

Case is dropped 
against breeder 


THE Crown Pros¬ 
ecution Service has 
announced it has 
dropped a case 
against a Newmark¬ 
et-based racehorse 
owner and breeder 
after an investigation 
into his tax affairs. 

Israrr Mian had a 
restraining order put 
on his bloodstock 
interests by order of 
HM Revenue and 
Customs before 
Christmas. 

Mian had horses 
in training in the 
town and around 20 
thoroughbreds were 
impounded at his 
premises at Water- 
hall Farm, near 
Kennett, while his 


tax affairs were 
investigated. 

A spokesman for 
Cambridgeshire 
police said: “Mr 
Mian’s bail has been 
cancelled and no 
further action will be 
taken against him. 

“This was a 
decision taken by the 
Crown Prosecution 
Service.” 

After moving in 
two years ago, Mian 
had set about trans¬ 
forming his premises 
which had not been 
a racing yard, but 
plans for an all- 
weather gallop and 
installing a full-time 
trainer were not 
progressed. 
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Stable block plans 
still face opposition 

PROPOSALS to build a new stable block 
in a Newmarket stud yard are facing 
continued opposition despite 
modifications. 

The scheme for 13 stable boxes in a 
U-shaped formation has been reduced in 
size and moved slightly further from 
nearby houses following earlier 
objections. 

But members of Forest Heath District 
Council’s planning committee have 
indicated that they are “minded” to refuse 
permission. 

Council planning officers had 
recommended approval of the scheme by 
company FMFM Ltd for the stables at 
Kremlin Stud Yard, Snailwell Road, 
Newmarket. 

Now the application will be reconsidered 
at next month’s meeting of the planning 
committee. 

Councillors heard that some residents in 
nearby Malcolm Way opposed the 
scheme while others had written letters 
supporting the proposals.

Residents fear 
for old station 


RESIDENTS are in up¬ 
roar over plans to dem¬ 
olish their village's dere¬ 
lict railway station. 

The Old Station in Fordham 
could be bulldozed to make 
way for a large waste recycling 
centre. 

Essex-based waste manage¬ 
ment company, Ahern, has 
submitted plans to 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council which could see the 
historic building knocked 
down. 

The company wants to 
build a waste recycling centre 
on the Station Road site, as 
well as a service building, 
manager’s office, new veh¬ 
icular entrance and car parks. 

The county council has sent 
consultation letters to 18 
houses near to the railway 
station. 

A total of 14 residents have 
already replied, 13 of whom 
are against the plans.

Elena Wickham, of Station 
Road, said: “My neighbours 
and I are unanimously oppos¬ 
ing these plans. 

“This building forms part 
of Fordham’s history and as a 
homeowner of one of the 
station cottages, I feel like 
part of the history of my own 
house will be taken away if 
the old station is demolished.” 

Fears about the effect the 
proposed waste recycling 
centre could have on 
residents and the local 
environment have also been 
raised. 

Miss Wickham added: “My 
main concern is the noise, 
smell, dust, vermin and flies 
which will be created, the 
additional traffic and the 
visual eyesore. 

“The impact on wildlife will 
also be significant, removing a 


large area of habitat which is 
known to be occupied by bats, 
birds, reptiles and 
amphibians, some of which 
are protected and rare 
species.” 

Cllr John Abbott, who 
represents the Fordham 
villages on East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council, 
said he understood residents 
were concerned. 

But added: “At the end of 
the day, the station is of no 
use as it is today.” 

David Atkinson, planning 
manager at the council, said, 
“We are concerned with the 
lack of information contained 
in this planning application 
and we are also aware of the 
concerns of the local 
community. 

“For that reason we will be 
speaking to the applicant at 
the earliest opportunity.” 

A spokesman from Ahern 
said they could not comment. 


Firefighters tackle 
hut blaze at stables 

WORKERS fought back flames as 
fire spread at a leading stables in 
Newmarket. 

Two fire crews from the town were 
called to Diomed Stables in Hamilton 
Road just before 1.15pm on Sunday 
and called from help from Mildenhall 
crews.

WHEN I happened across Michael 
Morpurgo’s books, alongside my 9- 
year-old daughter, it felt like 
unearthing treasure. If there was a 
modern-day patron saint of 
storytelling, it should surely be him. 

Morpurgo’s achievements are 
recognised the world over - he is 
decorated with awards and titles, 
including children’s laureate from 2003 
to 2005, in recognition of his talent. 

This man knows the power of words 
and the magic of storytelling. His books 
take a variety of backdrops, from the 
First World War, in Private Peaceful, a 
Pacific Island in Kensuke’s Kingdom, to 
the Isles of Stilly in Why the Whales 
Came. And, while he writes with children 
in mind, he never underestimates them. 

“I try not to,” says the writer, who is 
65, and speaking from London where he 
has gone to see one of four adaptations 
of his books currently on the stage. 

These adaptations include Why the 
Whales Came, which is on a run at the 
Cambridge Arts Theatre this week. 

He said: “As a father, a grandfather 
and teacher you learn not to under¬ 
estimate children. I strongly recall 
memories of my childhood, and I 
remember disliking the notion I couldn’t 
understand this or that, which was rather 
put upon people then.” 

Morpurgo - who spent a year as a 
teacher at St Faith’s School in Cambridge 
- did not come to writing early in life. He 
said: “I didn’t read much as a child but I 
always loved stories. My mother used to 
tell me stories when she put me to bed 
and I loved that, but not books. 

“I was rather put off as a youngster 
and was taught rather ordinarily at 
school. All that punctuation, handwriting 


and spelling, which I didn’t do very well 
at and, as a child, what you don’t do very 
well at, you don’t like. 

“I found the pressure to read difficult. 
My stepfather insisted I should read 
serious books when I was young and I 
just didn’t do it. I moved away from all 
that until I became a teacher and, once 
again, found my mother’s voice in 
stories. It was when 35 shining faces 
were looking up at me that I saw the 
magic in stories, we were all there 
together. It was quite magical. 

“I think love is the theme which 
inhabits the books more and more. It is 
the only solution,” he says. 


“We seem to spend our lives on the 
earth squabbling. So, if I stumble across 
a story that has conflict, I try to find a 
way to find peace.”

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Wide choice of bulbs 
to plant for summer 


W e may still be admiring 
all our spring-flowering 
bulbs, as tulips and 
hyacinths come into their own, 
but if you want more bulbs in 
summer, it’s time to start planting 
them now 

There’s a wealth of choice for both 
containers and borders, from 
fragrant lilies and dahlias, to 
cannas, gladioli, crocosmia and 
the Californian firecracker, 
Dichelostemma ida-maia. 

The pineapple plant, Eucomis 
bicolor, was judged this year’s 
summer bulb of the year by a 
panel of journalists and 
horticultural experts in an event 
organised by the Netherlands 
Flower Bulb Information Centre. 
Its striking pineapple-like tuft of 
colour, sitting above a rosette of 
wide, fleshy leaves, blooms in July 
and August. 

Plant eucomis in groups in 
spring, to rise out of gravel in a 
scree bed or grit at the front of a 
border. It looks lovely with cream 
and green variegated hostas and 
purple heucheras. 

While gladioli have earned 
themselves a reputation for being 
gaudy and difficult to place in a 
planting scheme, because their 
heavy spikes can look ungainly, 
some more subtle varieties are 
available. These include Gladiolus 
callianthus “Murielae”, which can 
be planted in April and May, 
either in deep pots or in good soil 
in the sun, producing deliciously 
fragrant delicate white petals with 
a deep burgundy blotch at the 
throat from August to October. 
Most summer-flowering bulbs, 
corms and tubers are sun lovers,

so are ideal for patio pots. Some, 
such as tuberous begonias, need 
to be started indoors as they are 
not frost hardy and can be moved 
outside once all danger of frost 
has passed. 

Tropical-looking cannas, which 
produce fleshy exotic leaves and 
spikes of vibrant flowers from 
early summer until mid-autumn, 
can also be planted in pots. 

Start with the plants indoors in 
early spring, although I tend to 
leave my pots of cannas near to 
the house, covered with a mulch 
of straw over the winter, and they 
still come back. 

They like plenty of water during 
the growing season and rich 
fertile soil, so grow them in large 
pots in John Innes No. 3 compost. 
Protect against slugs and snails, 
which love the young emerging 
leaves. 

Of course, the jewel in the crown 
of scent has to be the lily, with its 
impressive trumpets of blooms in 
many colours. Buy bulbs as soon 
as they appear in shops and keep 
them cold until you plant them. 
Ideally they should be planted in 
early spring before they dry out. 

If you are planting summer 


bulbs in your beds and borders, 
draw up a design plan before you 
start. You don’t want smaller 
bulbs being lost by larger 
perennials during the growing 
season. 

Some bulbs are perfect for 
rejuvenating beds where annuals 
are running out of steam and 
perennials like lupins and 
delphiniums have been and 
gone. Foxtail lilies (eremurus), 
which come in a range of 
colours, produce tall 
bottlebrushes of flowers in 
midsummer, growing from one 
to two metres. They look lovely 
amid plantings of grasses and 
light perennials like Verbena 
bonariensis. However, they do 
have to be planted in early 
autumn in a sunny, warm, 
sheltered area to protect against 
strong winds. They need winter 
cold to flower. 

Remember that most summer 
bulbs like heat, so a sunny spot is 
essential. They also need really 
good drainage, so add some grit 
or sand to the soil before 
planting. 

As a general rule, plant bulbs at 
three times their depth below the 
surface of the soil or compost, or 
follow instructions given on the 
packet. 

Some summer-flowering bulbs, 
such as dahlias, will need lifting 
at the end of the autumn and 
storing until next year. Others, 
such as the early summer¬ 
flowering allium, will go on for 
years with no fuss at all. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
- Magnolia 

These stunning deciduous or 
evergreen shrubs and trees pro¬ 
duce great saucers of star shaped 
white or pink flowers in early and 
mid-spring. Some are ideal grown 
as stand-alone focal points, 
although their flowering is short. 
The most impressive of the 
species is a tree, M. grandiflora, 
which will reach more than 20ft 
(6m) over a long period of time. 

It bears fragrant, creamy white 
blossoms between July and 
September. For spring flowers go 
for M. soulangiana, a spreading 
bush reaching more than lift 
(3.5m) high, bearing goblet¬ 
shaped purple-tinged flowers 
which open to white in April 
before the leaves. This one is 
perfect as a stand-alone 
specimen in a garden. 

If you’re after something more 
compact, go for the Star 
Magnolia, Magnolia stellata, a 
slow-growing deciduous shrub 
whose silky buds open to star¬ 
shaped white flowers in mid¬ 
spring. It grows to around 3m 
(9ft), has a neat habit and 
attractive leaves for summer. 
Magnolias need moist but well- 
drained, fertile, humus-rich soil 
in sun or dappled shade. April is 
the best month to plant them in 
a sheltered spot, away from cold 
winds. Don’t plant too deeply 
and water any new bush well if 
there is a drought. Each spring 
apply a mulch of well-rotted 
compost around the shrub.

Take a Superb leap of faith 


WITH the core Skoda 
Superb attributes of a 
spacious interior, a novel 
boot arrangement and a 
comfortable driving 
experience, married to 
55mpg economy and 
136g/km emissions, the 
Superb GreenLine will be 
a perfect match for 
buyers who don’t share 
the market’s obsession 
with sportiness. It’ll make 
a usefully tax-friendly 
company car too. 

The Superb is quite a size 
and it takes a prodigious leap 
of faith to imagine the 
venerable 103bhp 1.9-litre 
TDI diesel engine powering 
the GreenLine model with 
any great conviction. If 
anything, the car’s 12.5s 0- 
60mph time is surprisingly 
brisk but if you’re after lusty 
performance from your big 
family/executive car, you 
won’t get it here. 

Dismissing it on grounds of 
its modest pulling power 


would be missing the point of 
the Superb GreenLine 
completely, however. The 
GreenLine is all about 
efficiency and that tallies well 
with the relaxed road 
manners common to all 
Superbs. 

The Superb’s executive car 
pretensions are underlined 
by a silky ride quality and 
hushed interior. It’s a 
cosseting car to drive but isn’t 
as alert in feel as the sportiest 
models in the sector. The 
GreenLine is the sort of 
vehicle that would make a 
great choice for buyers who 
get the same satisfaction 
from taking it easy and eking 
out the best possible fuel 
economy, as others do from 
going round corners on their 
door handles. 

The GreenLine model costs 
around £17,000 and sits 
between the S and SE 
derivatives from the standard 
range. That means they 
feature the basics found on 
the S model such as air- 
conditioning, a trip computer 


and electric windows but also 
add stuff like cruise control, a 
leather steering wheel and 
tinted windows. 

The aerodynamic 

modifications, that actually 
serve to improve the look of 
the car, are also thrown in 
and these amount to lowered 
suspension and a dinky rear 
spoiler in the boot lip. 

The Superb GreenLine 
formula will be immediately 
familiar to anyone who’s 
acquainted themselves with 
the manufacturer’s Fabia 
GreenLine models. Indeed, 
most mainstream marques 
have an ecofriendly model 
line these days and in most 
cases a similar set of 
modifications are relied upon 
to supply the environmental 
benefits. 

The Superb GreenLine has 
a reduced kerb weight thanks 
to numerous small weight 
savings made about its 
person, longer gearing, a re¬ 
mapped engine management 
computer, improved 
aerodynamics and low

rolling-resistance tyres. The 
bottom line of all this is 
55.4mpg on the combined 
cycle and 136g/km of C02 - 
figures which have the 
potential to save owners a 
considerable sum over a year 
of high mileage driving. 
Company car drivers will 
save more still. 

Skoda’s Superb loses very 
little in the conversion to 
economy-focused GreenLine 
guise. It was never 
particularly sporting or 
dynamic to begin with so the 


fitment of longer gearing and 
the modest 103bhp diesel 
engine will only deter buyers 
who were never really 
interested in a Superb 
anyway. 

Basically 

The car’s impressive refine¬ 
ment and ride comfort 
remain largely intact but with 
fuel consumption lowered to 
55mpg, the Superb 
GreenLine becomes one of 
the most fuel efficient big 
cars on the market.

CITY cars are now retaining a 
higher percentage of their 
value than large luxury 
vehicles for the first time, 
according to Glass’s. 

Small vehicles such as the Ford 
Ka, Peugeot 107 and Toyota Aygo 
are retaining an average 49.5 per 
cent of their purchase price after 


three years and 36,000 miles, 
which means they’re depreciating 
at a slower rate than any other 
type of vehicle in the UK. 

The effects of the recession 
means that small city cars have 
climbed from ninth place to top 
spot in just three years. 

“The improvement in values of 
city cars is all the more remarkable 


when you take into account the 
massive growth in the supply of 
three-year-old examples. Annual 
sales in 2003 were 95,000, and by 
2006 they had grown to 162,000,” 
said Adrian Rushmore at Glass’s. 

In contrast, luxury vehicles have 
been hardest hit in the downturn, 
with luxury saloons taking the 
biggest tumble.

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RACING UPDATE 


MICHAEL Bell is to decide whether to run 
Sariska in the stanjames.com 1000 
Guineas or step the filly up in distance 
following her eyecatching effort in the 
Dubai Duty Free Stakes at Newbury. 

“I don’t want to make any hasty 
decisions,” he said. “My gut feeling is a 
mile and a quarter plus will prove her 
optimum trip.. 

“It’s just a question of whether it’s the right 
or wrong thing to swerve the Guineas.” 

■ Delegator has been cut to 9-2 favourite with 
the sponsors for the stanjames.com 2000 
Guineas at Newmarket on May 2. 

The brilliant Brian Meehan-trained Craven 
Stakes winner was trimmed “in the face of 
sustained support” as Aidan O’Brien’s 
Mastercraftsman proved uneasy in the market 
and was eased to 6-1 from 5-1. 

The latter’s stablemate Rip Van Winkle was 
another mover in the colts’ Classic, being cut to 
7-1 from 8-1. 

■ Art Connoisseur is to revert to sprinting 
after his luckless run in the Free Handicap 
at Newmarket. 

The three-year-old, trained by Michael 
Bell, is set to return to Royal Ascot for the 
Golden Jubilee Stakes, the scene of his 
victory in the Coventry Stakes last 
summer. 

“He’s fine. There’s no race for him to run in 
until the Golden fubilee, where he is a 
course and distance winner, so there’s no 
harm in not over-facing him,” said Bell. 

■ Sans Frontieres is set to step up in trip after 
his fine seasonal reappearance behind 
Delegator in the Craven Stakes on Thursday. 

The Jeremy Noseda-trained colt ran the leading 
fancy for the stanjames.com 2000 Guineas to 
two and three-quarter lengths over the Rowley 
Mile. 

However, he is unlikely to seek revenge in the 
colts’ Classic at Newmarket and his immediate 
future looks to lie over a mile and a quarter. 

“For only his second run in his life he has run 
well over a distance that is a bit on the short 
side for him,” said owner Sir Robert Ogden’s

racing manager, Barry Simpson. “It is very 
unlikely he will run in the Guineas. He wants 
further. The Dante is a possible - there are 
plenty of options.” 

■ Godolphin’s Kite Wood is reported to be 
progressing towards a crack at the 
totesport.com Dante Stakes at York next 
month. Previously with Michael farvis and 
purchased by Sheikh Mohammed’s 
operation after winning a Group Three at 
Ascot last autumn, the colt is a best-priced 
16-1 with Coral for the Epsom Derby 
Saeed bin Suroor said: “He’s working 
nicely and doing well, having been on the 
weak side early on for us. If he could win 
the Dante he’d be a very good candidate 
for Epsom.” 

■ Last year’s Derby fourth Doctor Fremantle is 
limbering up for a date at the Chester May 
meeting, with two races under consideration for 
the Sir Michael Stoute-trained colt. 

Winner of the Chester Vase last year before 
being supplemented for the Epsom Classic, Dr 
Fremantle could go for the Huxley Stakes or the 
Ormonde Stakes, according to Teddy 
Grimthorpe, racing manager to owner Khalid 
Abdullah. 

■ Sheikh Mohammed’s burning ambition 
to win the Kentucky Derby received a 
boost when trainer Saeed Bin Suroor said 
he believed this year’s Louisville challenge 
with Regal Ransom and Desert Party was 
Godolphin’s “strongest yet”. The colts 
occupied first and second place in the 
UAE Derby at Nad A1 Sheba at the end of 
last month, separated by just half a length, 
and have settled in well at their barn at 
Churchill Downs ahead of their race at the 
beginning of next month.

LUCA Cumani has 
admitted he would 
have been happy 
whatever owner 
George Strawbridge 
decided to do with 
Fantasia, the stunning 
Nell Gwyn winner. 

The filly stormed to a 
seven-length triumph 
under Frankie Dettori 
at Newmarket last 
week and was as short 
as 5-2 for the 
stanjames.com 1000 
Guineas. 

Strawbridge bought 
Fantasia in December 
after she chased home 
his own Rainbow View 
in the Fillies’ Mile at 
Ascot. 

However, he has 
decided to stick with 
his original plan of 
sending Fantasia to the 
French 1000 Guineas 
rather than allow a 
mouth-watering 
head-to-head in the 
Newmarket Classic. 

He jetted back to 
America after watching 
the Nell Gwyn without 
giving any clues and 
left it to his racing 
manager James Wigan 
to announce the 
decision almost two 


days later. “Mr 
Strawbridge has 
decided that the two 
will be kept apart,” 
said Wigan. 

“It is not often an 
owner has a chance to 
have a shot at two 
Classics. 

“Both will be left in the 
1000 Guineas but if 
bookmakers want to 
quote Fantasia for the 
1000 Guineas they 
should do so with a 
run.” 

Cumani said: “I am 
very happy to abide by 
what Mr Strawbridge 
wants. Whatever he 
decides is fine by me.” 
Rainbow View’s trainer 
John Gosden was an 
interested onlooker at 
Newmarket - he had 
overseen Rainbow 
View’s pre-race gallop 
-and said: “She 
(Fantasia) won well, in 
great style.” 

Of the work-out, 
though, Rainbow 
View’s jockey Jimmy 
Fortune said: “We 
were very happy with 
her and it was just a 
matter of getting 
some of the freshness 
out of her.”
